Remaining awake at the controls 
only with the greatest difficulty, 
Hoiriis managed to take the plane 
as far north as Gremen, but found 
it impossible to continue on to 
Copenhagen without a _night’s 
sleep.

CHICAGO— Gigantic rum rings 
distributing millions of gallons of 
alcohol throughout the middle 
west and netting the operators mil- 
lions of dollars in profits were re- 
vealed here today in a blanket in- 
yar pa of the huge liquor syndi- 
cate. 

One corporation and sixty per- 
sons, including members of the or- 
ganization ruled by “Scarface Al” 
Capone, who recently entered a 
guilty plea to conspiracy to violate 
the prohibition laws and faces a 
federal prison sentence, were nam- 
ed in the indictment. 

The indictment, returned before 
federal judge John P. Barnes after 
months of secret investigation from 
Chicago to Waterloo, Iowa, charg- 
ed liquor violations in a conspiracy 
involving the known manufacture 
of two million gallons of alcohol 
and the commission of “ten million 
other offenses” against the federal 
prohibition act. 

Clinton Involved 

Booze distillery andum running 
groups reaching inte Chicago, Au- 
rora, Whiteside. county, Tll., Water- 
loo and Clinton, Ia., and contiguous 
territory. are involved in the in- 
dictment. 

The syndicate operated ‘alcohol 
stills, seven of gigantic capacity 
being specified in the indictment, 
and took care of the sale and de- 
livery of the illegal products to the 
bootlegging trade throughout the 
middle s7est.

Waterloo Man Given 
' 15-Year Prison 


Sentence 


DES MOINES—(INS) — Notice 
of appeal from a fifteen year sen- 
tence for second degree murder 
imposed by the Black Hawk coun- 
ty district court was filed today with 
the clerk of the Iowa supreme 
court by Dell Shannon of Waterloo. 

Shannon was convicted in the 
March term of the Black Hawk 
court for the fatal shooting on De- 
cember 31, 1930, of Ralph Rourke, 
on a Waterloo street corner. 

Shannon was arrested at the 
scene of the shooting, and Rourke 
died three days later. 

After his motion for a new trial 
in the lower court was over-ruled, 
Shannon was sentenced to Sifteen 
years in the state penitentigry.

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BAKER SUBMITS 
NEW FACTS IN 
K-TNT APPEAL 


Amended Reasons Are 
Filed in Court at 
Washington 


WASHINGTON, D. C.,—(Special) 
Norman Baker,..of Muscatine, 
Iowa, owner and operator of radio 
station K-TNT, recently closed. by 
the federal radio commission, has 
filed amended reasons for appeal in 
the District of Columbia Court of- 
Appeals 

Because of the short notice given 
the Muscatine broadcaster on June 
5, complete pleadings id not be 
prepared as Baker was given only a 
few hours to cease broadcasting. 

In the amended reasons for ap- 
peal filed with the court, a long list 
of errors are assigned and the con- 
stitutionality of the radio law it- 
self is questioned. 

Among the grounds set out are 
that the “hearing” given Baker in 
October was no¢ in accordance with 
the radio law because the examiner 
who conducted it was neither auth- 
orized to “hear” an applicant nor 
administer o<ths. 

Baker claims that the law is un- 
@onstitutional becayse it gives the 

_ radio commission authority to: pro- 
hibit interstate communications in- 
stead of merely r

— (INS)—The 
principle of “everybody for him- 
self” in ti country has gone on 
the recks, and the United States 
must formulate a “national human 
engineering plan” that will bene- 

| fit all citizens alike, to. overcome 

, the existing economic depression, 
according to George Norlin, presi- 
dent of the Unrfiversity of Colorado. 

President Norlin, in his baccalau- 
reate address, compared resent 
conditions throughout the world to 
Tantalus;.one of the most pictures- 
que examples of torture in the hell 
of the ancients. 

“In the midst of plenty we are 
in want; in the midst of surfeit we 
lack the necessities of existence,” 
Dr. Norlin said. “At this moment 
the civilized peoples of the world 
are either hungry or afraid of being 
hungry. Burning with thirst, Tan- 
taius could not reach the cool wat- 
ers which flowed about him in a- 
bundance. Ravening with hunger, 
he could not touch the luscious 
fruit which dangled at his very lips. 

“To be a prosperous nation, the 
United Statés must, as it were, take 
out articles of incorporation as a 
partnership of all her citizens for 
the common good,’ the speaker 
continued. “Surely this is manifest 
now, if it has not been before. No 
group, no class can prosper #aye as 
it shares the prosperity of the 
whole; and only the Nation can 
heal and preserve the Nation. 

“The principle of everybody for 
himself, or every group for itself, 
of every block for itself, has gone 
to pieces on the rocks, and we clingy 
to whatever bits of wreckage come 
to hand, waiting anxiously through 
the night for a prosperous dawn. 
It is a situation which cries out for 
nothing less than the mobilization 
of the best brains of the nation, 
not in the cause of any group or 
class,'but in the cause of the Na- 
tion.” 

Although he views with abhor- 
rence the communistic autocracy 
in Russia, President Norlin pointed 
te it as the only government which 
has embarked upon “a national 
blueprine human engineering plan 
to relate production to consump- 
tion, to give work to all and put 
bread in: every mouth.” 

The United States must set out 
to do the same things, he said, yet 
maintain itself as a nation of*free 
people. To accomplish this he 
suggested that the slogan, “more 
brains in. government’ displace 
“more business in .overnment and 
less government in _ business;” 
pointed out that the brains of the 
‘country, “with notable exceptions” 
ere at the service of business and 
not of government, and condemned 
the unwillingness of “our ablest 
citizens generally” to stand for of- 
fice. 

In describing the present “in- 
tolerable condition in which only 
the communist can-find satisfac- 
tion” President Norlin recalled that 
economic engineers estimate that 
more than 50,000,000 men, women 
and children are either hungry or 
in daily fear of hunger. In spite of 
unlimited natural resources, in 
spite of mass production on a gi- 
gantic scale, he said, material pros- 
perity has not distributed itself— 
immense fortunes in a few hands 
imcrease; the average annual in- 
come of ‘the wage earner, $1,500 de- 
clines.

BILL IS VETOED 


Michigan Governor Is 
Afraid It Will Get 
Too Hard 


LANSING Mich., —(Special) — 
Gov. Wilber M. Brucker today ve- 
toed the Callaghan bill which would 
have declared cider and other fruit 
juices legally nonintoxicating and 
saleable for ten days after their 
manufacture. 

The measure was introduced by 
Representative Miles Callaghan,

out by the bone dry senate prohi- 
bition commission when senators 
returned last week for sine die ad- 
journment. It was backed by fruit 
growers of the state to protect them 
from the state prohibition act, 
which stipulates that no beverage 
containing any amount of alcohol 
shall be sold, bartered, or given 
away in this state. 

“This amendment,” declares the 
governor in his veto. message, 
“would declare that cider and fruit 
juice, although in fact intoxicating, 
shall not be intoxicating. within the 
meaning of the law. In other words 
possession or sale of intoxicating 
liquors of a certain character 
would be made lawful. This would 
amount to an attempt by the legis- 
lature to nullify a portion of the 


‘constitutional mandate and might 


lead to other amendments of a 
similar import, thus resulting in an 
evasion of the whole constitution 
itself.” 

The executive finds that the 
measure would erect a barrier to 
successful prosecutions involving 
sale of fermented fruit juices. The 
date of manufacture could scarcely 
be accurately Aletermined, he con- 
tends, as the accused could not. be 
made to testify against himself.

WASHINGTON — (Special)—A 
taciturn, hard-working man who 
rowns on elaborate display and 
trick words is Joseph Stalin, who is 
head of the communist party which 
rules the 160,000,000. people of 
Soviet.Russia. Stalin, at 51, is tall 
and erect, with bright eyes, a low 
forehead, a square chin, and a col- 
orless voice. He thinks nothing of 
working 16 to 18 hours a day. 

On the public platform Stalin is 
@ very ordinary speaker who re- 
peats his points time and again to 


jfix them in the minds of his audi- 


ences. He dresses in colorless cloth- 
es not unlike the uniform of a sol- 
dier, and home, where he lives 
with his wife and children, is a 
small apartment. He is highly edu- 
cated and has a remarkable mem- 
ory, and his tastes in literature are 
of the highest standard: ‘ 

Stalin actually is a lonely man— 
but he is so by his own wish. He 
prefers to be alone, even in his of- 
fice, and he insists on doing his 
own wrestling with the problems of 
state that require his attention. 
Even at home he is stolid and quiet, 
preferring to avoid conversation 
with his family. 

The ruler of Russia’s millions has 
another odd qualiyt, too: ~He is a 
Puritan by nature. He often at- 
tends plays, but only those of high 
moral standards. It it related that 
he once personally and publicly re- 
buked the editor of a magazine in 
which was published a small pic- 
ture of a scantily-clad woman.

AGRARIAN LAW 
IN MEXICO IS 
CAUSING FIGHT 


Figures Show Crops 
Smaller This Year 
Than in 1910 


MEXICO CITY—(INS) —Mexi- 
co’s agrarian law is under fire again 
following a. declaration’ in the 
chamber of Deputy Gonzalo Bau- 
sista of the government party. that 
the 1930 crop représented only 28 
per cent of production in 1910. 

Unremittent foes of the méasure 


cause of the agricultural depression, 
renewing agitation for repeal of the 
law and the restoration of all lands 
to their original owners. 

Without specifically admitting 
that the experiment had proveti a 
failure, Deputy Gonzola Bautista 
urged speedy completion of the 
agrarian program, blaming the 
startling slump in agricultural pro- 
duction on the uncertainty of status 
on the part of landholders, and ag- 
rarians. In other words, according 
to the deputy, the essential thing to 
do is to decide beyond doubt 
whether the system of commufial 
landholding in Mexico will be re- 
tained as an inviolable part of the 
constitution or whether it will be 
resuscitated as a failure. 

In reviewing the situation, he 
quoted production figures as sup- 
plied by the department of agri- 
culture. These figures revealed that 
in 1910 the cereal production in 
Mexico totalled 4,705,789 tons. In 
1930 the output fell to 1,324,529 
tons, 

Cereal production diminished 
year by year after 1910, the figures 
showed, with the biggest decline 
occurring from 1926 on. The latter 
year production amounted to 2,- 
199,214 tons, in 1927 to °2,078,817 
tons, in 1928 to 2,172,854 tons and 
in 1929 to 1,514,701 tons. 

That the fault lay in small acre- 
age production —in other words 
with the new owners of tracts ac- 
quired under the agrarian law was 
indicated by the deputy’s figures 
tracing a steady decline from 1926 
in the amount of cereal kilos pro> 
duced annually on each bectare of 
Tand (each 2.47 acres). 

Each hectare of cereals produced 
670 kilos in 1926; in 1927 the ave- 
rage fell to 640 kilos sin 1928 to 590 
kilos, in 1929 to 617 kilos and in 
1930 to 478 kilos. 

The all important bean crop of 
Mexico totalled 336,127 tons in 1910. 
According to the deputy’s figures, 
it had declined to 213,668 tons by 
1926. In 1927 only 195,379 tons of 
beans were produced, 176,134 in 
1928 and 94,805 in 1929. Production 
per hectare fell from 202 kilos in 
1926 to 129 kilos in 1929. 

Consequently Mexico was forced 
year by year to import-wheat at 
high prices from the United States 
and Canada. This situation hgs be- 
come more complicated with énact- 
ment of federal restrictions in re- 
gards to foreign grain importations. 
Beans were shipped in by the ton 
from Japan.

Farm Corporation Is’ 


Able to Store All 
of Crop 


CHICAGO.—(INS) — Despite a 
large carryover and the. prospects 
of a large wheat crop, there is no 
indication of any great shortage of 
storage space or any unusual con- 
gestion in handling the forthcom- 
ing crop of grain, in the opinion of 
George S. Milnor, general manager 
of the’ Farmers’ National Grain 
corporation. 

“New terminal and sub-terminal 
storage capacity throughout the 
country has been increased an esti- 
mated. 40,000,000 bushels,” Milnor 
said. 

“Assuming that the carryover 
June 30 will be between 275 and 
300 million bushels, approximately 
that.of last year, and that the new 
crop will be as large as the crop 
of 1930, it is obvious that, consider- 
ing the new storage, there will be 
more storage space in proportion to 
wheat supplies than a year ago. It 
appears certain also that farm stor- 
age facilities have been materially 
increased during the last year. 

“As everyone knows, last year’s 
crop of corn was approximately 
600,000,000 bushels shorter than 
average, which, of course, means 
that less space is required both on 
the farms and in terminals for corn” 
storage than was the case last year. 
It probably is true that there will 
be less wheat on the farms and in 
country elevators July 1 than a 
year ago and correspondingly more 
wheat in the terminal market. If 
this actually is the case, then it 
must be obvious that more space in 
the country is available to the new 
crop. 

“Fortunately a very. large part of 
the carryover will be in “the hands 
of the grain stabilization corpora- 
tion on June 30, and therefore such 
stocks can and will be moved and 
placed throughout the country as 
may be advisable and necessary in 
order to avoid congestion. Car 
equipment available throughout the 
country is ample. Both milling and |. 
export demand will probably. be 

during the summer months.” 

Storage space controlled by the 
Farmers’ National Grain ‘corpora- 
tion is greatly in excess of that 
held by the corporation a year ago, 
Milnor said. The total likely will 
be well above 20,000,000 bushels, 
according to estimates:--- 

It was announced that the Farm- 
ers’ National Grain corporation has 
completed arrangements -whereby 
additional storage capacity of 2,- 
225,000 bushels is being added to 
the Missouri-Pacific elevator at 
Kansas City. This will give the 
corporation 7,775,000 bushels capac- 
ity in that market.

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A Blow in the Face 

To a people, clinging in.desperation to a waning faith in the 
integrity of government, two recent decisions of the federal 
radio commission come as blows in the face. 

That an administrative body of the national government 
should deliberately ignore the plain mandates of the law by 
which it was itself created, seems so fanastic as to be unreal. 

A country, which has not yet recovered from the shock of 
finding’ it’s highest national officers engaged in looting the 

‘ oil resources of the commonwealth for private gain, can 
hardly be expected to overlook the spectacle of a commis- 
sion arrogantly setting aside the law to favor special inter- 
ests in another field. 

The Radio Act of 1927 specifically directs the licensing 
authority, the federal radio commission, to refuse broadcast 
licenses to any person, firm or corporation finally found guil- 
ty by a federal court of monopolizing or attempting unlaw- 
fully to monopolize radio communications. 

| Ina civil action ,the United States supreme court refused 

' to disturb such a finding of guilt against the Radio Corpora- 

| tion of America by the United States circuit court of appeals. 

| In spite of this final determination by the highest legal 
tribunal in the United States, the federal radio commission, 
with impunity, has decided to renew the radio licenses of the 
Radio Corporation of America. 


It is true that two members of the commission dissented 
from the decision, but that is small comfort and does’ not af- 
fect'the result, 


American children are taught that this is a government of © 


laws and not of men. Americans come. to manhood and 
womanhood in the firm belief that all men are equal before 
the law—that govergment in the United States of America 
is ‘of the people, by the people and for the people.” 

It is a monstrous thing to have that faith destroyed by the 
very men who are chosen to sit above their fellows and ad- 
minister the laws by which the people are governed, 

When congress had before it the proposed radio legislation, 
two grave problems made themselves evident. One was, that 
the licensing authority might feel called upon to éstablish 
censorship of radio, Obviously, censorship of radio would 
violate the constitution of the United States as well as our 
cherished traditions of free speech, 

The other problem was to so write the law that radio com- 
munications could not be dominated by a monopoly. It was 
evident from the inception of radio that the electrical group 
was out to monopolize radio in all its branches.. 

Congress, in its wisdom, inserted section 29 into the Act, 
absolutely prohibiting censorship. In order to make the pro- 
vision easily understandable, even by an arrogant commis~- 
sion, congress said that NOTHING in the Act should be con- 
strued to give the licensing authority any power of cen- 
sorship. 

Certainly that.was plain enough—but in the K-TNT case, 
the radio commission ruled Norman Baker off the air largely. 
for things he was alleged to have said. This was censorship, 
in effect, under the doctrine of the famous Minnesota “gag 
law” decision, It was also censorship under the everyday, 
doctrine of common sense. ; 


In order to protect the people from monopoly, section 13 
was inserted in the law. This section directs the commission 
to refuse a license to any person, firm or corporation finally, 
adjudged guilty by.a federal court of monopolizing, or at- 
tempting unlawfully to monopolize, radio communications. 

Nothing could be any more expiicit than this injunction— 
yet in the Radio Corporation of America case, the commis- 
sion decided to again ignore the simple facts and construe the 


monopoly,

In the K-TNT case, Norman Baker was not allowed to in- 
troduce evidence as to the truth of statements made by him 
over the air. He was told that the truth or falsity of his 
message to the people was not in issue. Not once was the 
truth of anything said by Norman Baker questioned. The 
commission’s examiner refused to hear both sides of the con- 
troversy and the “hearing” granted Norman Baker was a 


travesty on justice. 


It appeared to even casual observers 


that Baker was denied fair play. 
Asa matter of fact, it was the people who were denied fair 
play, both in the K-TNT case and in the Radio Corporation 


of America case. 


Thousands and thousands of people wrote the commission 


that they wanted station K-TNT retained on the air. 


Other 


thousands, we are told, wrote the commission, protesting 
against the renewal of RCA licenses. 
In both instances, the commission was deaf to the pleas

under the guise of-acting in the “public interest, convenience 
and necessity.”

Dr. E, D. BRANT.—The operation 
is not an easy one and is particu- 
larly painful. I have never heard of 
its being performed without the use 
of an anesthetic. It was a remark- 
able demonstration of the power of 
the mind over the flesh. The flow 
of blood was actually less than us- 
ual through the hypnotist’s sugges- 


tion. We were able to do our work) think 


better than if the man had been 
under the influence of anesthetic, 
and there were no after effects. 

. Dr. T. C. SIFFERT.—The fact 
that the man had no pain after it 
‘was over and he had been brought 
out of the trance was the most re- 
markable part to me. Usually in 
such operations there is almost un- 
bearable pain for four or five hours 
afterwards. He was actually laugh- 
ing in his bed 10 minutes after be- 
ing removed from the operating 
room and felt*fine, as he himself 


said. 

Miss ALICE MONTGOMERY, su- 
perintendent of the hospital_—I 
have witnessed many dozens of op- 
erations in this room, but I never 
before heard a man sing while he 
was the subject in here. It is the 
most marvelous thing I ever saw.

Operations performed while the pa- 
tient is ina hypnotic state are not 
so rare. I do not doubt the pos- 
sibility of such operations, as I have 
seen Dr. James Bodine, of New 
York, hypnotize his own patients 
and then perform operations of a 
more serious nature than this. The 
practice has been followed for 15 
years, as far as I know, with suc- 
cess. 

Dr. A. B. Walker.—I have no 
doubt that the operation was per- 
formed under hypnosis. I have 
heard of such operations and have 
seen cases where patients have stood 
great pain while under hypnotie in- 
fluence or an anesthetic. 

Dr. C. E. SCHILLING.—The op- 
eration was straight, there’s no 
doubt about that. I performed an 
operation in my own office four 
years ago, putting a man under 
hypnotic influence myself. The man 
had suffered an injury to the leg. 
I dressed the wound and put in a 
number of stitches, while the man 
Was under hypnotic influence. 

Dr. F. E. HART.—I have never 
seen such an operation performed 
but I have read of them. I have a 
patient who has had several fin- 


gers amputated without anesthetic 
or without being under any influ- 
ence. ' 

Dr. E. G. MEYES—I have heard 
of varicocele being treated without 
the use of anesthetic by quacks. 
In such operations, however, only a 
needle was used and no incision in 
the scrotum was made. There is a 
peed bit to this hypnotism. Just 

ow much; though, I cannot say. I 
never saw or heard of such an op- 
eration as that by Dr. Brant done 
‘without anesthetics. 

That anesthesia can be produced 
by suggestion is now an established 
fact. The operation described in the 
May issue of TNT was performed at 
the Ingleside hospital, Canton, O: 
It is regettable that these details 
were inadvertantly omitted in the 
April issue, as this omission may 
have caused some’ to doubt the au- 
thenticity of this case. 

It would insult the intelligence of 
the average physician to assume 
that he doubted the power of sug- 
gestion, but the average layman is 
skeptical and is not usually con- 
vinced except by his actual exper- 
iences. It is the intention of this 
article to point out the way by 
which all who are interested may 
practice this great and beneficial 
uscience which today is practiced in- 
tentionally by only a few, but by 
millions unconsciously. 

Many are the cases wherein crip- 
ples and paralytics confined to 
chairs or beds and convinced thfat 
they could not bear the weight of 
thelr bodies on their limbs, have 
arisen suddenly and walked in mo- 
ments of great excitement. Many 
cripples are confined to their chairs 
sol because they fail to make 
proper-use of their minds. They do 
not suffer from broken bones or any 
disruption of the muscles; still they 
refuse to walk. is because they 
they cannot.

“Short Circuits” 
(Daylight Savings Time) 

In a previous article, the body 
was compared to a radio. Also 2 
brief idea of the way the human 
body picks up different vibrations 
according to the state of health of 
the individual, was given. Diag- 
nostic machines have been invent- 
ed with which it has been possible 


to measure-the different degrees of: 


health and disease, showing that 
vibrations and wave lengths vary 
in different diseases and that the 
different diseases always have the 
same wave-length.

No Punches Barred ‘ 

“The recent boxing rules against 
rabbit punches, kidney punches, and 
everything but deliberate fouls will 
be laid aside when those two get 
into thering. 

“But I don’t mean to imply that 
this is going to be rough-house or 
that deliberate fouling will be toler- 


ated. 

“Neither fighter, however, can 
claim victory on a low blow. 

“Both must protect themselves 
with cups that will prevent injury 
from that species of foul.

Mine Situation in Ohio 
and West Virginia 
Described 


ST. CLAIRSVILLE, O. — It is 
relatively quiet om the coal strike 
front in southeastern Ohio—on the 

ace.. The rioting has ceased, 
except for sporadic outbreaks, the 
pickets pace silently back and 
forth before the guarded mine tip- 
ples, the threat of troops to quell 
possible disorders hangs heavy over 
the district. 

Tt may -be the quiet before the 
storm, however, for to live one must 
eat and the coal which furnishes 
daily bread to the 4,000 miners of 
Jefferson, Belmont and Harrison 
counties lies undisturbed beneath 
the scenic hills. Work is at a stand- 
still. ‘The majority of the mires 
are closed. There is a tenseness in 
the air. F 

Eyes turn across the state. line— 
to West Virginia. The next develop- 
ment will come there, say Ohio op- 
erators and miners alike. The mines 
of the southeastern Ohio district 
compete with those in the West Vir- 
ginia field. 

Trouble Dates Back 

But to get a complete picture of 
the situation one must go back a 
few years, to 1927, the last great 
strike, -when the United Mine 
Workers of America, dominated by 
John L. Lewis, was routed in. this 
district. Before that strike it is es- 
timated that 18,000 miners were 


employed in the three counties of | tim 


this Ohio field. The number has 
dwindled—4,000 is the count today. 

Before the great strike of 1927, 
$7.50 a day was the wage scale and 
the famous Jacksonville agreement 
held. With the defvat of the union 
the Jacksonville scale of 75 cents a 


ton fell to as low as 30 cents in some} - 


of the mines. A day’s pay was any- 
where from $2.50 to $5, instead of 
the former $7.50. 

Discontent began to rear its 
head, taking definite form in a new 
organization, the National ‘Miners’ 
union which alleges that’ thé lead- 
ers of the old United Mine .Work- 
ers sold them out to the operators 
in 1927 and that they were in 
league with the owners to break 
the strike. 

New Union Demands 

The new union demands 55 cents 
a ton, that the miners haye their 
own checkweighmen, and that the 
administration of industria] com- 
pensation be not entirely. with-the: 
operators. At present, union “lead= 
ers say, many of- the miners get 
nothing in cash after their bills at 
the company stores and their rents 
are deducted.’

| Medical Fallacies 








The following article taken from 
The Journal of the Indiana State 
Medical Asgociation is an absolutc 
admission of the fallacy of the 
theory of vaccine therapy as well 
as an admission of the dangers 
which may result to the patient.

tiveness of a remedy it is obviously 
necessary to know what is likely 


to be the course of the disease in 
untreated cases. If an hypothetical 
disease is considered in which the 
outcome is known to be uniformly 
fatal, and with a new method of 
treatment even one or two recover- 
ies or improved cases can be ob- 
tained, it at once reasonably may 
be concluded that the remedy has 
value. If a disease is treated whose 
case fatality is known from years 
of clinical observation to be fifty 
per cent, and in a controlled series 
of sufficient number a case fatality 
of twenty-five per cent should be 
obtained by the treatment, again 
it may be concluded that the rem- 
edy has clinical value. On the oth- 
er hand when the remedy produces 
no better results in a series of cases 
in which it is used than are ob- 
tained in an equal number of cases 
in which the remedy is not used, 
then it is reasonable to conclude 
that the remedy in itself has no 
particular value.” 

“After discussing the phases of 
the subjéct which require consid- 
eration of all the various factors 
entering into the case, such as the 
age of the patient, time of treat- 
ment, epidemic severity; decrease 
of disability, complete or partial re- 
lief of pain and tenderness and 
other manifestations, the author 
concludes by saying that the ef- 
fects as yet lack complete explana« 
tion as well as control by the lab- 
oratory. In several groups of dis- 
eases the evidence of clinical con- 
trol sufficient to warrant conclu- 
sions as to the effectiveness of the 
treatrhent is lacking. It also must 
be noted that in several of the dis- 
eases in which clinical effects from 
injections of foreign protein are 
supported by good evidence, the 
treatment is designed for use in 
combination with other recognized 
methods other than to displace 
them.” 

In his . summary Irons says, 
“Striking results, including numer- 
ous instances of clinical improve- 
ment, have been noted following the 
use of protein shock therapy. For 
the most part these have been seen 
in acute conditions rather *than 
those of long duration. As a routine 
and sole method of treatment, the 
case for protein therapy has not 
been proved. It is necessary here 
to distinguish from this large group, 
methods of specific immunization 
methods of specific immunization 
and desensitization employed to re- 
lieve the symptoms of sensitiveness 
to specific known proteinssuch as 
those of some ‘pollens and foods. 
Whenever it is proposed to use pro- 
tein shock therapy in a special case, 
due consideration should be given to
